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Chch cancer research ball 



Cancer Society sup¬ 
porters turned out for their 
annual Winter Ball at the 
Christchurch Town Hall 
on June 15th. Anti vivisec¬ 
tion protesters were also 
present to remind the ball 
goers that the money 
raised at the $100 a ticket 
event was spent on tor¬ 
turing animals in useless 
experiments. About thirty 
protesters greeted the 
guests with anti vivisec¬ 
tion banners and graphic 
posters of mutilated ani¬ 
mals. Meanwhile another 
group of activists had 
managed to "find" some 
tickets to the exclusive 
event and were let inside. 
After consuming several 
rounds of free drinks they 
redecorated the toilets 


and bathrooms with anti 
vivisection posters and 
stickers and then handed 
out leaflets to the guests. 
One man dressed as a 
large orange fish (the ball 
had a nautical theme) 
was thrown out after 
handing out just a few 


leaflets, but several other 
less visible activists man¬ 
aged to avoid security for 
30 minutes ail the while 
handing out leaflets and 
sticking stickers every¬ 
where. They were finally 
throve out after they tried 
to order vegan meals! 


Daffodil Day cover up 


The media presented 
a totally one-sided view of 
this year's vivisection 
fundraiser Daffodil Day. 
Protests in Auckland, al¬ 
though filmed by TVNZ 
were not shown and 
Christchurch media were 
silent even after two Na¬ 
tional Banks (sponsors of 
the Day) closed for the 
afternoon after receiving 
bomb threats. Police 
closed streets around the 


banks and evacuated 
staff. The bomb threats 
were almost certainly 
caused by animal libera¬ 
tion activists. 

Later, cops told an 
activist they had been 
asked by the Cancer So¬ 
ciety not to publicise any 
anti Daffodil Day protests 
or actions. 

In Wellington protest¬ 
ers handed out over a 
thousand leaflets to shop¬ 


pers warning them of the 
dangers of vivisection and 
encouraging them to boy¬ 
cott Daffodil Day. 

The media silence is 
hardly surprising since all 
major media corporations 
are sponsors of Daffodil 
Day. If legal protest is ig¬ 
nored it is inevitable that 
illegal actions such as 
bomb threats and sabo¬ 
tage will increase.

In recent months The 
Vegan Society, Vegetar¬ 
ian Lifestyle magazine 
and NZAVS have all 
closed down. Some peo¬ 
ple say this will lead to 
less activism for animals 
but we think the opposite 
will prove to be true. Al¬ 
ready new active groups 
have started in Auckland 
and Wellington and all 
the active members of 
NZAVS have new projects 
underway. The Vegan 
Society is also restarting 
soon in different hands.

Anti Fur action in the U.S. 


Thirty-nine people 
were jailed Sunday (23 
July), as militant anti-fur 
activists stormed depart¬ 
ment stores selling ani¬ 
mal furs from New York 
to California, blockading 
entrances, chaining 
themselves to clothes 
racks and generally dis¬ 
rupting business as 
usual. 

A dozen cities were 
targeted in the direct ac¬ 
tion campaign, designed 
to encourage Federated 
Stores, Inc. - with 400 
stores and $14 billion in 
sales annually, to stop 


selling fur. Security was 
extra heavy at the stores, 
and several stores re¬ 
moved all furs from the 
racks, or closed stores 
temporarily because of 
the protests. 

Arrests totals include 
10 in the Los Angeles 
area , Chicago (7), Mem¬ 
phis (4), Minneapolis (11). 
Disruptions, but with no- 
arrests, also took place 
in Dayton, Philadelphia, 
Columbus and Indiana¬ 
polis. 

In Minneapolis, activ¬ 
ists handcuffed them¬ 
selves to a store entrance 


in the giant Mall of 
America before police 
closed all entrances to 
keep other activists and 
news media away. 

The direct action cam¬ 
paign leveled at Feder¬ 
ated Department Stores, 
Inc. is the most ambi¬ 
tious ever undertaken by 
animal rights activists, 
according to the Coalition 
to Abolish the Fur Trade 
(CAFT). "This is only the 
first salvo in the cam¬ 
paign. We’re declaring 
war on Federated,” said 
J.P. Goodwin, spokesper¬ 
son for CAFT.

The Animal Liberation 
Front has been active in 
the Syracuse, New York 
area, with several attacks 
on leather shops and 
Dairy industry targets in 
June. Several businesses 
involved in the meat trade 
have been firebombed in 
the same area. 

There has been an in¬ 
crease in direct action in 
British Columbia, 
Canada recently. 


A group calling itself 
Earth Liberation Army has 
carried out several arson 
attacks on guide outfitters 
in British Colombia, 
Canada and are also sus¬ 
pected of being behind 
the firebombing of a taxi¬ 
dermy/wildlife museum. 
They say". . .anyone do¬ 
ing business in the mas¬ 
sacre of wild animals, as 
well as those in related 
industries are fair game" 


500 pigeons freed 


On August 28th ALF 
activists liberated 500 pi¬ 
geons from a barn in 
Pennsylvania just days 
before they were due to 
be killed at the Hegins Pi¬ 
geon Shoot 

ALF activists cut the 
locks on the bam, stole 
six crates from the prop¬ 
erty, worked late into the 
night to place the birds 
into crates one by one, 
and spray painted “ALF” 
on the bam. The activists 
reportedly released the 
birds in a park where 
hunting is not allowed. 

In a phone call to the 
office of The Fund For 
Animals the activists 
said, “We have been wait¬ 
ing all year for someone 
to stop the shoot, but 
these 500 birds had no 
more time to wait." 


The Hegins pigeon 
shoot is the wsrld’s larg¬ 
est and most gruesome 
live bird shooting contest. 
Of the 5,000 birds shot 
each year, investigators 
from The Fund for Ani¬ 
mals have documented 
that approximately 70 per¬ 
cent of the birds are not 
killed immediately, but 
wounded. Young children 
collect crippled birds, rip¬ 
ping off their heads, 
stomping on them, or 
throwing them into barrels 
to suffocate. 

Every year animal ac¬ 
tivists attend the shoot 
rescuing birds from the pi¬ 
geon shoot, treating them 
with medical care, and 
transporting them to vari¬ 
ous rehabilitation facili¬ 
ties. 


United Kingdom 


As usual, the ALF 
and other direct action 
groups are active all over 
England every night. And 
every wsekend where ever 
fox hunters are, there are 
hunt saboteurs 

Animal abusers in 
the town of Chichester 
have been hit particularly 
hard by the ALF and 
friends recently! In July 
an angling shop was re 
painted and had its win¬ 
dows removed by the 
ALF. A few days later five 
trucks belonging to a fac¬ 
tory farm feed supplier 
were burnt out, and a 
truck belonging to Boots 
the vivisectors was re¬ 
painted with ALF slo¬ 
gans. Unfortunately one 
person was arrested. In 
August Boot was closed 
for a day due to a bomb 
hoax, the angling shop 
lost its windows again 
and and several hunters 
had their cars modified. 
All this in one town! 

Unfortunately we don't 
have any details of other 
actions as ALF news 
from England is very hard 


to get due to severe po¬ 
lice harrassment of any¬ 
one who distributes news 
of animal liberation. 

The ALF press officer 
cannot speak to the 
press anymore because 
he is facing serious court 
charges and may go to 
prison, and Green Anar¬ 
chist magazine, which 
prints lists of ALF actions 
from around the world has 
been raided by police 
several times in recent 
months. 

Eight people con¬ 
nected with Green Anar¬ 
chist have been charged 
with conspiracy to incite 
arson and copies of 
GA#38 have been confis¬ 
cated from bookshops. 
The good news is the lat¬ 
est issue has sold out in 
England due to the in¬ 
creased publicity. There 
are still some copies 
available in NZthough. Be

Europe 

In Czech, animal Tn Helsinki, Finland 


libbers have been very 
active, In May 200 peo¬ 
ple turned up to an anti- 
McDonald's demo in 
Prague and smashed the 
windows. Total damage 
$20,000. The ALF are 
also active. In Brno dam¬ 
age has been done to a 
vivisection lab and a fur 
shop, and in Vysko cir¬ 
cus vans have had tyres 
slashed and one was 
tipped on its side by ALF 
activists 

Earlier this year a hot 
dog stand in Sweden was 
blown up by animal rights 
people! 


recently there were 100 
attacks on fur shops in a 
single month and 200 
foxes were liberated from 
4 fur farms. We have 
heard that two people in 
Finland have been ar¬ 
rested but no details are 
available yet. 

In Poland some 
McDonald's have been 
burnt down and others 
have received bomb 
threats and razor blades 
in the post. It seems that 
where eveF Ronald 
McDonald goes, people 
hate him! 








ANIMAL LIBERATION 


It is essential that prisoners are supported as they 
have given up their liberty in the cause of animal lib¬ 
eration. Prison is not a pleasant place but it is also 
not the nightmare the authorities would have us be¬ 
lieve. Everyday thousands survive in prisons all over 
the world without any support. With your help animal 
liberation prisoners can have an easier time of their 
incarceration. Think of the sacrifice the activists have 
made and then ask yourself if you cannot spend a 
few minutes a week writing a letter to them, or a few 
dollars to send them a book or magazine.

On 7th of August two 
ploughshares actions 
occured in the United 
States. 

On the East coast 
four peace activists en¬ 
tered the premises of a 
shipbuilding company in 
Virginia and had a smash¬ 
ing time hammering on 
four missile hatches on a 
nuclear attack subma¬ 
rine. 

At the same time, on 
the west coast tw 3 of their 
friends entered the 
Lockheed-Martin factory 
in California and ham¬ 
mered and poured blood 
over, a trident nuclear mis¬ 
sile. 


All six were arrestee 
and remanded in prison. 
Since then, Rick Seiber 
has been released after 
other inmates beat him 
up.
